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VISIT OF ARCHDUKE. 


HEIR T0 AUSTRIAN THRONE ,SEES 
OHIOAGO AND THE FAIR 


His Look at Each, However, Is but a Brief 
One- Makes a Stop of Less than a Day 
| He Takes a Hurried Trip Through the 

Exposition—Gives “The Tribune” His 
Impressions=His Highness Is Interested 

Along the Midway- Leaves for the East 
on His Globe-Belting Tour. 

I was at the Fair for a short time only— 

not even all day—and could see but compara- 

tively little of it. I was much pleased with 
what I did see and I regret that I could not 
stay much longer to see more of it.“ 

This is what the Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
von Verterreich d’Este said in excellent En- 
glish at 8:45 last evening to a reporter for 
Tun Trrevne as he got aboard his private car, 
“ Mascotte,”’ at the Michigan Central Depot 
at Tweifth street. It is also all he said. 

The wonder is he said so much, for the 
Archduke doesn’t take kindly to the Ameri- 
can practice of interviewing. The reporter

for Tun Trreunz took him by surprise, and 
the Archduke was too polite to do otherwise 
than answer the question. 

„Has the Archduke visited Chicago, as 
alleged, before today? was asked through an 
interpreter of Count Leo Wurmbrand- 
Stuppach, master of ceremonies. 

He has not,“ was the reply of that august 
official. The master of ceremonies also added 
that his master was displeased because people 
had tried to see him, and that express orders 
had been given to receive no one, especially 
newspaper men. The Count staid outside the 
car until the train started to prevent intrusion. 
Beyond the Count and inside the car were three 
guards, and at the other end of the car were 
two big cooks and some waiters to look after 
the rear. Regular passengers on the train 
persisted in climbing on the steps of the pri- 
vate car, not distinguishing it from the others, 
until the train left. The Count had his hands 
full upon several occasions in directing the 
porters of the other cars to instruct the mis- 
taken travelers as to where they belonged. 


— Tarries but a Day. 

The Maseotte was in the" center of a long 
Michigan Central train made up principally 
of sleepers. As soon as the Archduke entered 
the car supper was served, At 9:10 the train 
left the depot. The party will arrive at Niag- 
ara Falls at 11 o’clock this morning. At 4 
o’clock it will leave.there for New York and 
Oct. 7 will sail on the Campania for Europe. 

All this seems to clearly indicate two 
things: (1) That the Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand von Verterreich has actually paid Chi- 
cago a Visit at last, that that his 
visit of yesterday was positively 
his (first and last appearance. The 
Archduke is the heir presumptive to the 
Austrian thtone, and, incidentully, the mys- 
terious in cog. who has been in 
Chicago—and hasn’t—and has snubbed 
Chicago fashionables and World’s Fair digni- 
taries—and hasn’t—and has caused pretty 
much every newspaper in town to print long 
stories about him and then take them back— 
or ‘make them worse by trying to stick to 
them, 

But the Archduke Franz Ferdinand got to 
town sure enough yesterday. His arrival was 
as mysterious as all his previous movements,

Many Persons Reported to Be Dead on the 
Bayou Cook=Storm Along the Southern 
Coast Subsides, and in the Reckoning 
It Is Found That New Orleans Has Suf- 
fered $1,000,000 Damages=Sixty-three 
Persons Killed in Adams’ Bayou and 
Other Neighboring Points. 


New Onvaays, La., Oct. 3.—{Special.]— 
The Fort Jackson train tonight brought up 
two survivors of the great storm from Bayou 
Cook. Luke Zubilich, an Austrian lugger 
Captain, was in camp at Bayou des Huites 
when the wind and water came Sunday night. 
It was about 10 o'clock. The wind blew 150 
miles an hour and a wave fifteen feet high 
swept up the bayous. He saved himself by 
clinging to a post until daylight, when he 
waded to a stranded skiff and succeeded in 
rescuing thirty persons who were clinging to 
posts and to the remains of boats. He says 
that between twenty-five and thirty persons 
were drowned in Bayou Cook and vicinity. 
Many of these were women and children, All 
were oyster fishermen, mostly Austrians. 

The report made by a fisherman who had 
lived at Bayou Cook was of still greacer loss 
to life. He reported to the keeper of the 
locks of the Socola Canal, Ozene Martin, that 
of the 300 people who composed the Bayou 


Cook colony but 30 had succeeded in escap- | 


ing the fury of the elements. 

The captain of the boat Atlas came in from 
the vicinity of Grand Isle and Cheniere Ca- 
manade, two long, narrow islands lying in 
exposed positions immediately in the gulf. 
He said both islands had been wiped out of 
existence, Grand Isle had 800 inhabitants, 
truck farmers and fishermen, and Cheniere 
nearly 2,000, nearly all of whom are fisher- 
men, and a strong Chinese colony. Of these 


the number of saved is placed at only 150. 


The steamboat Joe Weber was at Grand, Isle 
and is supposed to be lost. No other large 
boat was near enough to render much assist- 
ance, 

Three Score More of Deaths. 

The storm down the river toward the 
mouth was marked with many fatalities, 
Everywhere were upturned cabins, and at 
every little settlement there were a few 
deaths. At Buros settlement six people were 
killed and four injured, the majority of them 
being negroes. At Point Pleasant there were 
three people killed by cabins falling on them. 
In a colored church between Devil’s Flat and 
Point Pleasant three persons were killed. It 
was a colored family of an old grandfather 


and his two grandchildren. They sought refuge | 


in the church, which was totally wrecked. In 
Adams Bayou there wasan upturned schooner 
and acrew of twenty, all supposed to be 
drowned. A lugger near by containing a load 
of fruit and carrying a crew of six Italians 
was lost with all on board. In Hospital 
Bayou two schooners were capsized and their 
crews lost. At Grand Prairie all the houses 
but two and the Methodist Church were de. 
stroyed and four white and five colored peo- 
ple killed by falling timbers or by drowning, 
The force of the wind and the great tidal wave 
it accompanied was illustrated by the wreck- 
ing of a three-masted schooner in Bastian 
Bay, which was driven completely over Bas. 
tian Island. 


Damage in City Reaches a Million, 
The shipping and coal interests here suf-

fearfully devastated. At Port Eads the quar- 
antine steamer was wrecked, Jolin Casey, 
watchman for the jetty company, was 
drowned, others injured, and the jetties were 
much damaged. In the Parish of Plaquemine 
the Villages of Bohemia on the Mississippi 
and Shell Beach on Lake Borgne were wiped 
out and at least four lives lost at each place.

The fishing camps 
were wrecked, portions of the iron bridges at 
Biloxi and Bay St. Louis were carried away, 
and much more serious damage is said to ha ve 
befallen Bay St. Louis, The wires are down 


in every direction. All authorities agree that 


the storm was the severest of the century. 

Among the losses to the shipping in- 
terests have been the ferryboat Jerome Han- 
ley, the steam launch Shannon, Grace Pitt, a 
steamboat, and half a dozen loaded coal 
barges belonging to Pittsburg firms, which 
all went down.

It is asserted by the Paimer 
club that the judges were not on hand atl 
O clock, and consequently five citizens swore 
in Thomas Christie, Matt Casey, and Thomas 
Keavanney as judges and Michael Rice 
as clerk. When John Burgraf, one of 
the judges named in the call, appeared 
there was a lively scene, which resulted in his 
being put out of the polling place by Ovtticer 
Keplen.

opened an opposition poll at about 2:30

ing was at white heat all day in the Sixth Pri- 
mary polling place, No. 1153 West Twenty- 
second street, and a street fight was feared.

GREAT WHALING CATCH IN THE ARCTIC. 


Fleet at Herschel Islands Captures 123 of 
the Mammals. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 3.—[Special.]— 
The first whaling news this season from the 
Arctic Ocean has been received by the steamer 
Jeanie, the tender of the Pacific steam whal- 
ing fleet, which arrived from Herschel Island 
at the mouth bf the Mackenzie River. The 
four steam whalers which head the list are the 
Narwhal, Capt. Horace Smith, 41 whales; 
Balaena, Capt. Harry Norwood, 31 whales; 
Grampus, Capt. Vincent, 26 whales; and 
Newport, Capt. Porter, 25 whales. The total 
is 123 for the four vessels. All the whales 
were taken in the Arctic Ocean over 300 
miles to the eastward of Point Barrow. They 
also brought in 100,000 pounds of whale- 
done. 


TROOPS CALLED TO SUPPRESS STRIKERS. 


Attack Threatened on Louisville and Nash- 
ville Property at Decatur, Ala. 

Mowrteomery, Ala., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—A 
riot is brewing at Decatur, in Morgan County, 
between Louisville and Nashville shop strikers 
and the scabs on tne road. The Sheriff of 
that county telegraphed Gov. Jones tonight 
for troops, stating the strikers had threatened 
to destroy the railroad property there and 
only by the aid of the State militia could it be 
prevented. Gov. Jones has issued an order 
calling the militia of Birmingham out tonight. 
They will board the midnight train at Bir- 
mingham and land in Decaturin the morning. 
There are about 1,000 strikers at these shops, 
which are the main shops on the Louisville 
and Nashville Southern Division. The strike 
has been on ever sincé Sept. 1 on account of 
a reduction in wages. ‘The strikers are des- 
titute.

FRENOH OOMPANY OOMPLIMENTS 
OHIOAGOANS WITH MORAL PLAYS. 


“Mille. de la Seigliere” Could Be Fer- 
formed Before a Convent Full of Girls 
It Is Interesting in Dialogue, Not in 
Incidents—Felix Morris, as a Star, Pro- 
sents The Old Musician and “ Cham- 
pagne "=The Latter Not Considered & 
Felicitous Selection, 

The French company is paying quite a com- 
pliment to Chicago playgoers in putting out 
its best foot first—that is, morally speaking, in 
producing plays by Augier and Sandeau, both 
of whom are champions of , domesticity, as 
opposed to Messrs. Dumas fils, Sardou et al. 
Mlle. de la Seiglidre’’ might be performed 
béforea convent full of girls. The author 
wrote his novels in the 50s that treated gen- 
erally of the old nobility which had emi- 
grated from France in the First Napoleon’s 
days and returned to claim their estates after 
the First Empire. Here is a mere hint of the 
present play, which is a stock piece in the 
Comédie Frangaise: 

A peasant has secured the estate of the Mar- 
quis de la Seiglière while he is in exile, and 
makes a donation of jt to his master on his re- 
turn. The peasant’ dies neglected by his un- 
grateful master. His son, a soldier with Na- 
poleon, is supposed to be dead. He turns up, 
and the play at this point begins. The boy is 
the legal heir, according to the Code Napo- 
leon, to the estate, and he goes to the chateau 
to prove his claim. 7 

But why tell more of the story? The inter- 
est is in the characters, not in the action. 
And what characters they are! One must 
know the social condition of France in the 
First Empire to thoroughly appreciate them. 


Following are the half dozen people that the 


young soldier meets. This young man, by 
the way, is a Claude Meinotte without 
Claude’s mean deception: 

The Marquis (played by the Younger Coque- 
lin), is a shallow, selfish, and wretchedly con- 
ceited country gentleman, who loves his ease 


‘and has some of the tastes of Tony Lumpkin. 


But he has a lovely daughter—the demoiselle 
who gives here name to the play. She is as 
innocent as a girl of 7 years in America, hav- 
ing been brought up in the seclusion observed 
in France. The only bit of dramatic license 
is to give hera private meeting with the 
young soldier. This interview would not have 
been permittedin the Empire days; nor would 
it today in France. The incidental characters 
are richest in interest. There is Destournelles, 
an ambitions middle-aged lawyer, who as- 
pires to.the hand of a rich Buroness, 


who snubs him because he is bourgeois. 


There is a duel inironical politeness be- 
tween this old lawyer, played by M. Coquelin, 
and the Baroness de Vaubert, done by Mme.

FELIX MORRIS AS A DRAMATIC STAR. 


He Appearsin “The Old Masician” 
Champagne,“ a New Comedietta. 

Mr. Felix Morris chose Chicago for the 
scene of his first attempt as a star actor, 
and so far everything has been in his favor. 
Monday evening, when the gifted players of 
two foreign nations returned after long ab- 
sence from this city, the audiences they at- 
tracted were little, if any, less brilliant than 
the one that gathered to see Mr. Morris launch 
out. Last night another friendly gathering 
witnessed his plays, and so it will be probably 
throughout the week. 

Two plays were given, The Old Musician,” 
which Mr. Morris himself adapted from the 
French, and Champagne,“ anew comedietta 
by Edward S. Van Zile, a New York news- 
paper writer. The choice of the first was felici- 
tous, The pathetic story of the broken, yearn- 
ing old musician, M. Jacques, has frequently 
been given in Chicago by Mr. Morris, and 
has been deeply enjoyed by his audiences, 
albeit it has left them in tears. The actor 
arranged the role with best advantages to 
himself, and it fits his talents—or better, 
genius—to a nicety. It shows Mr. Morris as 
he is—the artist. Few actors on our stage 
excel him in portraying the pathetic. Sym- 
pathy is a dominant quality in his nature, 
and its full flood is poured into the simple, 
touching recital of an almost hepelegs love 
realized, whose precious fruits are to be beat- 
en down by a relentless fate. The curtain 
falls at just the right moment. It leaves the 
old musician, bent with age and grief, still 
hoping, and the audience feels that his sweet 
hope and love, if it cannot be realixed, may 
last on forever. In“ The Old Musician” Mr. 
Morris was ably seconded by Miss Jean Coye 
and Kendall Weston. 

Mr. Morris’ second selection was unfortu- 
nate, One suspects that he will soon realize 
his mistake.

Public Lands Disposed of Last Year Aggre- 
gate 11,891,143 Acres. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 3.—S. W. Lamor- 
eaux, Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, in his annual report shows that during 


the fiscal year ended June 30, 1893, the 
aggregate of public lands disposed of was 


11,891,143 acres, of which 1,404,958 acres 
were sold for cash, 10.896,727 acres were 
miscellaneous entries, and 89,457 were In- 
dian lands. The cash receipts of the office 
during the year aggregate $4,479,734. 
Agricultural patents were issued during the 
year to the number of 43,684, of which 
16,317 were cash, 
and 5,340 timber cultures, This is 
a decrease for year of 52.696, 
representing 8,431,360 acres. Of mineral 
and mill site patents 1,621 were issued, as 
against 3.242 issued during the preceding 
year. One hundred and four coal patents were

shows that duri 


der Congressional grants 1,726,179 acres. 
This is a decrease for the year of 292,373 
acres. 

Swamp land patents were issued to the 
amount of 308,779 acres.

Shortage in Sugar Continues. 

Sugar is still scarce. Granulated is the stand- 
ard and on this retailers who do business out 
from the central portion of the city have ad- 
vanced the price from 2 to 8 ceuts a pound.

State street, said: “The shortage of the sugar 
supply in the United States is 1,000,000 barrels.

The unknown man would have fallen 
to the floor but for the fact that all the space 
was occupied by the standing passengers. The 
guards on the forward cars forced. their way 
back to the scene of the row. 

It was atthis juncture that Thomas drew a

PARANA DECLARES AGAINST PEIXOTO 


Situation in “Brazil Continues to Grow 
More Serious=Mello’s Fleet Grows, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

_Mowrevrpzo, Uruguay, Oct. 3.—[Copy-

News has reached this city that the State of 
Parana in Brazil has declared against Presi- 
dent Peixoto, whose assumption of the powers 
of a dictator has. aroused opposition through- 
out the country as well as in Rio Janeiro, 
where an uprising of the people has been im. 

minent for some time. 

Congress closed its sittings in Rio Janeiro, 
where the situation is hourly becoming more 
critical, with Melio’s rebel fleet in the harbor, 
a marauding force of troops under Peixoto 
in the city, and growing discontent among 
the inhabitants who resent the arbitrary 

‘course of the President. The warships Re- 
publica and Pallas hold the port of Desterro, 
in Santa Catharina, toward which place, after 
a brief bombardment of Santos, five of the 
rebel vessels sailed to establish Mello’s head- 
quarters. The entire State of Santa Cath- 
arina has declared in favor of the revolution- 
ists. This action, combined with the recent 
victories along the Rio Grande do Sul front- 
ier, has given increased animation to the 
revolutionary movement. No active part in 
affairs has been taken by the Brazilian squad- 
ron in the Upper Uruguay River, which still 
remains neutral. 

It is probable that Sefior Ruy Barboza, 
who is now in the city, will be called to 
Desberro to assume the post of President of 
the provisional government which will be set 
up by the constantly growing element that is 
hostile to Peixoto. 

The Brazilian cruiser Bahia passed here 
yesterday afternoon on its way north to join 
Mello’s squadrons Peixoto has issued a man- 
ifesto declaring he will not resign but will 
retain the office of President and continue to 
fight it out as long as he can control the 
5,000 troops now under his command. 

The Cities of Itaqui and Guarhi, in Rio 
Grande do Sul, are in the power of the revo- 
lutionists, who are conducting active opera- 
tions from these points. Bage, Yaguaran, 
and other frontier towns have been abandoned 
by Castilhos troops, which have been con- 
centrated to defend Pelotas and Porto Alegre. 

The Brazilian Consul in this city refuses to 
dispatch any vessels from here to any ports in 
Brazil. 


To Force Rie to Surrender,

Buxx Oos Ayres, Oct. 3.—Admiral Mello has 
declared the ports of Rio de Janeiro and San 
tos blockaded. ‘It is said that his object is to 
force the surrender of Rio by crippling the 
trade of the city. As a consequence of the 
blockade trade is paralyzed. The banks 
are closed and business-men are frantic. 
They are urging the government to make a 
supreme effort to capture Admiral Mallo’s 
warships, promising to furnish all the money 
required, With the view of attacking the 
rebels on the seas the government it is said 
has begun negotiations for the purchase of a 
fleet of warships. Experience has demon- 
strated the fact that itis useless to fight at 
long range. 

New York, Oct. 3.—Private cable advices 
received today via London by well-known 
firms in this city, which have connections 
with Brazil, announce that the revolution in 
that country is at an end. Three firms have 
similar news, and they say they have reason 
for placing reliance in it. 


GAINS MASTERY OF INSURGENTS, 


Argentina Suppresses the Rebelllon- Ro- 
sario Surrendered to the Government. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. / 

Busewos Ars, Argentina, Oct. 3.—[Copy-

The government is rapidly gaining the mas- 
tery of the insurgénts, who are being sup- 
pressed at the different places where until re- 
cently their movements were conducted with 
formidable vigor. The revolutionists in Ro- 
sorio have made an unconditional surrender 
of the city to the government, and reports 
give assurance that the insurgants are being 
suppressed throughout Santa Fé, K 

These gains on the bart of the government 
ha ve not been effected without fighting. There 
ha ve been several naval fights, in which the 
revolationists were defeated. The torpedo 
boats Murature and No. 7, with their crews, 
revolted and thought they would be followed by 
theentire squadron. The Nuevo de Julio, 
the new cruiser which participated in the New 
York naval review, opened fire on the Mura- 
ture, slightly damaging the boat and wound- 
ing several of the crew. The Murature was 
then surrendered. Torpedo boat No. 7 ran 
away to Colonia, where the crew abandoned 
it. Espina and twenty members of the rad- 
jeal party were on the Murature when it was 
captured by the Nuevo de Julio, and they were 
held as prisoners aboard the cruiser. 

The sentence of death pronounced on 
Espina by a court martial has been toid. 
Chiefs Irigogen and Peregra of the Radicals 
fled to Montevideo. The leaders of the revo- 
lutions in Tucuman have been thrown into 
prison and their soldiers are also in jail. The 
executive asked the Senate for power to put 
Alem in jail.

His Sentence Ratified by the War Council 
Win Make Revelations. 3 

Barcerona, Oct. 3.—The Supreme Council 
of War, it is said, has ratified the sentence of 
death pronounced by the court-martial that 
tried Pallas, the Anarchist who recently 
sought to kill Gen. Martinez de Camp- 
os by throwing two bombs at him. To make 
the death of Pallas as disgraceful as possible 
the court-martial decreed that he should be 
shot standing with his back to the firing party. 
The place of execution will be behind Mont 
Juich. 

Pallas’ family has visited him to bid him 
farewell. He maintained a stolid demeanor 
until it became time for him to say his last 
good bye td his little children. Then the 
manhood in him asserted itself, and, kissing 
them over and over again, he bade 
them not to follow in his foot 
steps, in the méantime crying bitterly. His 
mother asked him whether he believed in 
God, and he dryly responded “* No.“ 

Pallas now declares that he has important 
information that he intends’ to reveal at the 
last moment. i 

Anarchists here and in Madrid are collect- 
ing a fund for the benefit of Pallas’ wife and 
mother, Torris, à conspicuous agitator and 
Madrid Anarchist, was arrested today and was 
brought to Barcelona this evening.

STRIKING MINERS MAKE ATTACKS. 


In Coventry Collieries the Workers Are In- 
timidated- Riot of French Mob. 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—The Alexander and Coven 
collieries in Coventry district, Warwickshire, 
were the scenes today of attacks by striking 
miners upon the men who signified their 
intention of resuming work. A mob of 
strikers gathered about the pits, and when 
the would-be workers appeared they were sur- 
rounded by the mob and threatened with vio- 
lence if they persisted in their determina- 
tion to descend into the pit. In many cases 
the food wallets carried by the men willing to 
work were seized by the mob and their con- 
tents devoured. The would-be workers were 
so thoroughly intimidated by the mob that 
they refused to go to work, 

Panis, Oct, 3.—Striking coal miners start- 
ed riots last evening at Levin, Department of 
Pas-de-Calais, and Drucourt, Department of 
Eure. In both towns the military and police 
quickly dispersed the crowds. Nobody was 
injured, 

Brussexs, Oct. 3.— Thousands of coal min- 
ers are quitting work to join the strikers in 
the Charleroi and Borinage districts. 

Ata meeting of the Derbyshire Miners’ 
Federation today it was stated a few days ago 
that ti ve of the members of the House of 
Commons, all of whom represent Derbyshire 
constituencies, would guarantee the repay- 
ment of a loan of £16,000 which the Derby- 
shire Miners’ Federation proposes to raise. It 
was generally believed that the money would 
be raised and the strikers weré jubilant. To- 
day they were informed by Mr. Haslam, their 
agent, that the attempt to float the loan had 
failed, as the security offered was found to be 
insufficient.

The Last of Three Famous Prisons. 

Three famous prisons in Paris, which have 
played a great part in French dramas and 
romances—Mazas, Ste. Pélagie, and La Ro- 
duette—are soon to be demolished; and in 
their place a great penitentiary is to be 
erected at Fresnes, in the Department of the 
Seine. The oldest of the jails thus doomed to 
disappear—Ste. Pélagie—was founded by Mme. 
de Miramon in 1665 as an Asylum for Fallen 
Women; but in the time of the First 
Napoleon it became a prison for debtors and 
persons convicted of political effenses. When 
these proposed changes are accomplished, Paris 
will have but two ancient prisons remaining. 
These will be St. Lazare—a name familiar to 
readers of the Abbé Prevost's celebrated novel 
* Manon Lescaut ” —and La Conciergerie, which 
recalls to mind the sorrowful last days of Marie 
Antoinette. It is stated that convicts will be em- 
ployed in building the new penitentiary at Fres- 
nes—an innovation avowedly founded en the 
precedent set by the English authorities in build 
ing the great vrison at Wormw Scrubs 
London News,

NEW YORK GROOERS WAITING on 
SILVER REPEAL BILL ° 


Curtailment in Production Makes It Im- 
possible to Meet Any Large Demand, 
Especially in Sagar=—General Duliness 
in the Stock Market—Rallroads All Re- 
port That They Are Losing Money 
Hardman Piano Failure - Mrs. Cyrus 
W. Field’s Debut in Business. 


New York, Oct. 3.—Other food stuffs be- 
sides sugar, it seems, are in short supply. 
Wholesale grocers in this eity say that ia 
most of the lines of goods carried by them 
the results of curtailment by producers are 
being felt under the resumption of business 
which followed the action of the House on 
the repeal bill, The restoration of normal 
conditions is, they add, by no means com- 
plete ; the situation is such that they feel more 
than ever dependent upon the Senate. The 


dealers consulted agreed that while other 


goods were in demand so unerpectedly large 
that the call could not be met easily, the mis- 


calculation in making curtailment was not so 


great in any of these as in sugar. 

The reason for this,“ said H. K. Thurber 
of Thurber, Whyland & Co., “is that the pro- 
duction of sugar is controlled bya single 
company, while in other goods New York 
factories or mills, separately directed, regulate 
the output. But the di bet ween 
supply and demand is felt ina great many 
things. Flour has been quite scarce, but the 
want is being rapidly met and consumers will 
know little of it. The ‘curtailment has been 
confined chiefly to the finer grades. Canned 
goods are a little short and here the want may 
be felt in higher prices in a short time.” 

Another dealer agreed closely with Mr. 
Thurber and added some points of interest. 
He said that the low stocks of flour and other 
goods which were affected by the panic had 
been offset by other than the financial factors: 
in the situation, It was pointed out by 
another grocer that the reduction of manu- 
facture could take place only in those goods 
which are prepared during the late spring and 
the summer season.

EDISON COMPANY WINS A SUIT IN COURT, 


Validity of One of the Electric Lamp Pa- 
tents Established. 

A final decree has been entered by Judge 
Grosscup in each of the suits brought by the 
Edison Electric Light company against the 
Illinois Electric Lamp company and the Sun- 
beam Incandescent Lamp company for an in- 
junction and accounting. Thefdecree in each 
case establishes the validity of the patent 
granted Thomas A. Edison in January, 1880, 
for the improvement of electric lemps. It 
further gives the complainaat nominal dam- 
ages and a perpetual injunction. Defendants 
were makers and users of incandescent lamps 
which the complainant corporation claimed 
were in infringement of the Edison patent. In 
reply to the bill filed by the Edison interests 
the defendants filed answer calling in ques- 
tion the validity of the Edison patent eit- 
ing a number of authorities to show that it 
had been anticipated elsewhere.

PAPERS FULL OF SUGGESTION READ 
AT THE UNITED OONGRESS. 


— 


Capt. Allen Allensworth, a Colored Chap- 
lain, Shows the Need of More Wide- 
spread Religious Influences in the Army 
Mrs. Willing Treats of European Im- 
migrantseWork Among the Indianse 
Small Attendance at the Congress on 
Patents and Trade Marks. 

The program arranged for yesterday's ses- 
sion of the United Congtess of Missions was 
badly disarranged by the unavoidable ab- 
sence of several of the speakers. The Count- 
ess of Aberdeen, Lady Henry Somerset, and 
Mrs. Ballington Booth were all absent. Mrs. 
Booth sent Staff Capt. Pattie Watkins to 
speak for her, but the others were unrepre- 
sented. 

Mrs. Judson Smith presided and introduced 
as the first speaker Capt. Watkins. She told 
a brief and simple but touchfhg story of the 
work done by the Salvation Army in the great 
cities of America. Miss Watkins is small and 
slight, but there is a dignity and earnestness 
in her bearing and manner that inspired re- 
spect for herself and sympathy for her work. 

The next speaker was Mrs. F. J. Willing of 
New York, who read an able and extremely 
interesting paper on European immigrants. 
She treated the subject from a missionary 
point of view, showing the necessity for 
Christian work in dealing with the large 
masses of foreign people who every year land 
on our shores. She also referred to the prob- 
lem of a social character which this inrush of 
foreign immigration produces, and in this 
connection she told the story of a police raid 
in New York City, which found seventy-four 
men and women and one tiny babe sleep: 
in four small rooms. The policeman sai 
that the mother and babe might be sent to the 
hospital, the other women might go to the 
island and do hard work, but the men—it was 
too near election to sparg them. 

As a remedy for the evil effects of unre- 
strained immigration Mrs, Willing said that 
laws should be enacted prohibiting the land- 
ing of foreign paupers, provision should 
be made for giving all foreigners a cordial 
welcome by Christian friends at the port of 
landing. 

A notable contribution to the congress was 
the address of the Rev. PF. F. Ellenwood, D. 
D., Secretary of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions, upon the subject of Re- 
flex Influence of Foreign Missions Upon 
Christendom, Commerce, Science, and Spir- 
itual Life.“ He said the history of civiliza- 
tion showed that Christianity was perhaps the 
most important factor in the development of 
the world. As to the commercial ad van 
af missions he pointed to the case of the New 
Hebridés in the South Pacific, where the peo- 


ple were cannibals before the advent of mis- 


sion work among them, 

The other speakers of the morning were 
Mrs. J. T. Gracey of the Methodist Board of 
Missions, who read a paper on Medical Mis- 
sions,’ and Miss de Broen of Paris, the Su- 
perintendent of the famous Belleville Mission 
of that city. Miss de Broen has been engaged 
in medical and evangelistic work in Paris for 
the last eighteen years, and she brought the 
greetings of her co-workers in the French 
capital to the congress. 

Speakers at the Afternoon Session. 


Prominent among the speakers of the after- 
noon session was the Rev. Edgerton R. Young, 
the famous missionary to the aboriginal 
Americans, who has labored for over thirty 
years among the Indians of the Hudson Bay 
territory. in a short address he told some 
thrilling experiences from his work in the 
Far North ana gave some wonderful instances 
of the change produced by the gospel in the 
lives of the uncivilized Indians in that region. 
Among those who were converted in the early 
days of missions he mentioned the names of 
the Rev. Peter Joues, John Sunday. Henry 
Steinheur, the sweet Indian singer, and 
others. 

Before the work of the missionaries among 
these savage tribes, the speaker said, it was a 
common custom among them to treat their 
women simply as beastsof burden. When 
their wives and inothers became weak and un- 
able to do this kind of work they were 
strangled and their bodies burned to ashes. 
As an instance of the change that hai taken 
place among these Indians Mr. Young said 
that last summer while up among these tribes 
during the service he conducted he saw an 
old Indian woman who was too frail to walk 
to church carried in on the arms of her two 
sons, and after the service was over she was 
lovingly carried to her home again. 

Short missionary addresses were given by 
Mrs. Darwin R. James, New York ; Mrs. Emily 
K. Bishop, Dayton, O.; and Mrs. Flora K. 
Regal, Oberlin, O. Miss Mary C. Collins also 

ave a short address on her work among the 

udians of Minnesota. A paper by the Rev. 
H. H. Jessup, the well-known missionary of 
Syria, on“ The Ottoman Empire,“ was read 
by his colleague, the Rev. George A. Ford. 
Prince Momolu Massoquoi spoke a few words 
for missions in Liberia. He. modestly said 
that he had taken no part in mission work 
himself, but he stood before them as a fruit 
of the work done by missionar ſies. 

The last speaker of the afternoon was Bishop 
Taylor, the famous missionary of Africa, who 
introduced several varieties of African trees 
in California. He spoke on the power of the 
Christian religion among all kinds of men, 
tribes, and races. He gave an interesting ac- 
count of the power of Christianity among the 
savage tribes of Africa. His remarks, which 
were extemporaneous, were frequently inter- 
rupted by applause,

The moral and religious condition of the army 
has received little attention from the churches or 
the public since the late war, much less than the 
subject deserves. What our army is and what it 
should be in these respects ought to be dear, es- 
pecially to ail churches and Christians, and it 
should lie as a special concern upon their hearts. 
As a field of church work it differs from others in 
this that the government ostensibly provides for 
moral instruction and religious ministration 
through a corps of chaplains, and therefore the 
churches have not regarded it as a field for spe- 
cial missionary work, and in fact seem to have 
lost sight of the matter as one that requires their 
attention and care. The fact is the government 
has made inadequate provisions for this highly 
— matter, and little is done for the moral 
welfare of this organization. There are chap- 
iains, it is true, but of these there are not more 
than one-fourth as many as there should be. 

A policy of the War Department in assigning 
chapinins has been to station them at garrisons 
far removed from populous communities, upon 
the theory that religious ministrations would be 
supplied by local pastors tothe garrisons ad- 
jacent to cities and towns. But this fails be- 
cause pastors of churches have ali they can do in 
their own churches and do not hold services in 
garrisons. Another theory is that those who at- 
tend divine worship can go to the churches. But 
this again fails, because the difficulties that h 
up the soldiers leaving the garrison for any pur- 
pose are such that few will go through the forms 
of applying for permission, Practically, there: 
fore, the enlisted men of three-fourths of all 
garrisons, and in mans cases officers as well, are 
absolutely deprived of sanctuary influences. The 
remedy is an increase of chaplains to a number 
equal to the occupied posts and frequent visits 
by missionaries, 


Little Discipline in Morals, 


There are few restraining moral agencies oper- 
ating upon the army. The discipline does not 
concern itself about morais or religion. Its ob- 
ject is to secure obedience and soldierliness. One 
might suppose that in the absence of a chaplain 
the officers would put themselves in the breach, 
but this is rarely done, for they do not hold that 
it is their function to be religious or moral re- 
formers. 1 

There is, however, in every garrison a percent- 
age of o rs and their families who follow the 
leadership of the chaplain and second his efforts 
in religious services, lectures, evenings of song, 
etc., who feel their inability to institute these 
when alone, In the absence of the chaplain lit- 
tle is done, therefore, te Seat back the influence 
operating in the barracks or from the t ex- 
change upon the men. A chaplain should be in 
every post, or frequent visits from missionaries, 
who, a8 a rule, would be welcomed by the post 
commander and afforded the facilities at his 
comm for services. 


Chaplain Should Be at Every Post. 


A and constant influence should be kept 
at work all through the army, exerting itself 
wherever a boay of troops is stationed. Were 
this done better results might be looked for as 

fruit of the army chapiaincy. With a chap- 
lain at every post sustained by proper legislation 
and assu by the mutual support so large a

PATENTS AND TRADEMARKS. 


Small Audience and Instructive Papers at 
the Congress’ Three Sessions, 

A small audience greeted President Judge 
Blodgett when he opened the Patent and 
Trademark Congress yesterday morning. 
Every auditor, however, hada vital interest 
in the questions to be discussed and was much 
in earnest, All the papers were of great im- 
portance, but perhaps none more so than that 
presented py Lemuel W. Sherrell, a solicitor 
of patents in New York City, who presented a 
series of suggestions looking te an interna- 
tional protection of industrial! property. 

Richard Pope, Canadian Commissioner of 
Patents, was the first speaker. His paper was 
on Relation of Inventions and Patents to 
the Industrial Progress of Canada.” He 
spoke of the great progress made in Canada, 
possible only by means of the inventions of 
the nineteenth century; inventions which 
made possible the subduing of the great wild 
British Province of North America. He con- 
tinued: 7 

The relation of inventions and patents to in- 
dustrial progress is like a current, or stream 
sinuously and continually meandering through 
every artery and branch of material industry, 
imparting energy and animation to human activ- 
ities. Inventions and invented improvements in 
agricultural science extract from the soil its 
vivifying and fertilizing properties, and enrich 
and invigorate life in both the animal and vege- - 
table kingdoms. There should be a system of 
international patent laws, so that by some sim- 
ple and inexpensiye proceeding the inventor 
could be protected in his patent rights, in other 
countries as well as his own. Thus, other men 
would be stimulated to invent improvements 
upon his invention and share with him a portion 
of the profit and reward. 

The next speaker, L. L. Bond of Illinois, 
read a paper on! The Epoch Marking Inven- 
tions of the World.” The inventions which 
ha ve produced marked changes in the course 
of mankind he enumeruted as follows: The 
wheel. water wheel, pump, architecture, 
lam be, compass, tanning, gunpowder, fire- 
arms, paper, printing, metallurgy, steam eu- 
gine, steam railway, steamboat, power knit- 
ting machinery, power loom, cotton gin, tele- 
graph, telephone, grist, plane, and saw mills, 
mowers and harvesters, clocks and watches, 
telescopes, photography, applied chemistry, 
musical instruments, artificial heating, and 
sewing-machines. 


Uniformity of Patent Laws. 


» “ Unifcrmity of Patent Laws” was the sub. 
ject of a paper by L. W. Shérrell of New 
York. He said: 3 

Our patent system, despite some defects, is the 
best in existence. A construction has been put 
upon certain classes of our patent laws which 
entirely warps the intention of the framers of the 
clause. Then, too, our 4 ne Offige at Washi 
ton is not able to handle the work as it should. 
Four million dollars derived from patentees is 
lying idle in the National Treasury, yet the Pat- 
ent Office is so overcrowded that work it 
should do is badly done. Let this money be ex- 
pended in enlarging the office and promoting the 
efficacy of its employés, so that the work can 
be done without let or hindrance. 

Mr. Sherrell then read the following sug- 
gestions for the approval of the congress: 

Patents should not be subject to any tax; the 
benefits to the public by the use of an invention 
after the expiration of the patent should insure 
immunity from any taxes or limitations connect- 
ed with introducing or exploiting during the 
term of the patent. The charges for the grant of 
a patent should be as low as consistent with 
prompt and thorough attention to the business. 

A patert should never be granted except for a 
new invention and should he prima facie evi- 
dence of novelty and ownership and should be 
entitled to as full protection as any other prop- 


erty. 8 

It being difficult to — the best words, or 
to state the features of novelty in the most clear 
manner, a patent should always be construed 
liberally for that which it_ may contain that is 
actually new and useful. Inventions often re- 
quire to be tested, modified, and improved before 
an application for patent can be advantageously 
prepared, hence the exposing, testing, or work- 
ing of an invention in public before an applica. 
tion for patent and during a reasonable period, 
say less than two years, should not invalidate a 
patent. The first to conceive an invention and 
to demonstrate to others by drawings, descri 
tions, or experiments that the invention can be 

ractically availed of should be regarded as the 
rst inventor, if he is using diligence in adapting 
and perfecting. 

An interesting paper on “ Trade Marks 
from the Manufacturer’s Point of View was 
read by Eberhard Faber of New Tork. 
J. M. Battle of Missouri presented a paper on

Notable Inventions of the Age. 


The most interesti address of the after- 
noon was by Dr. R. J. Gatling of Connecti- 
cut, President of the American Association of 
Inventors and Manufacturers, The paper, 
at his request, was read by his secretary. He 
said it would be impossible to give more than 
a brief history of the notable inventions of 
the age which had been of especial benefit 
to mankind. Among these he enumerated 
printing, which had promoted the advance 
of civilization more than any other one | 
power, and in this connection he declared 
that so long as books and papers 
were printed intelligence and progress 
would continue and there would be no danger 
of future dark es. He also mentioned 
steam engines, the locomotive, and the rail- 
road as contributing to the benefits of the 
human race; the sewing machine, the cotton 
gin, and tue vast improvements in farm 
machinery, all of which had tended to lighten 
the burdens of labor and to increase the pro- 
duction of wealth. 

He gave statistics showing the value of in- 
ventions patented, the increasing wealth in 
consequence of them, the reduction of the na- 
tional debt as a sequence, and the large im- 

rovement in education and culture which 

d come to the people by reason of a less 
amount of manual labor and more opportu- 
nity for study.

REPUBLICAN JUDICIAL NOMINEES. 

The Demvcrats—which is Mayor Harrison— 
have decided to nominate a full partisan ju- 
dicial ticket. None but Democrats need ap- 
ply. Not even Judge Gary can secure recog- 
nition at the hands of the convention of City 
Hall officeholders to be held today. The Re- 
publican convention, which will meet Satur- 
day, should not be influenced by this display 
of grasping, greedy, narrow-minded partisan- 
ship of the City Hall gang, but should pur- 
sue a course which will secure for its nomi- 
nees the support of the decent part of the 
community irrespective of party. 

Some weeks ago the Bar Association, anx- 
ious to secure good Judges, rather than Re- 
publican or Democratic partisans, held a bar 
primary, attended by a larger number than 
ever before, and selected eight persons, four 
of each party, more conspicuous for their le- 
gal ability than their partisan activity. One 
of these was Judge Gary, who stood at the 
head of the poll. The four Democrats nom- 
inated by the bdr primary were Messrs. Good- 
rich, Showalter, Rogers, and Lynde. The 
first-named, we are informed, declines to be 
a candidate for Judge, having entered into a 
law partnership with Judge Collins, who has 
resigned from the bench. 

The Republicans in making up their ticket 
should lead off with Judge Gary, Then 
should follow the names of the six other 
lawyers chosen at the bar primary, That 
will leave three vacancies to be provided for. 
To fill them Republican lawyers will have to 
be selected, men who will be an honor and 
not a discredit to the bench, as the Demo- 
cratic convention rejects all offers for non- 
party nominees. Having done that the con- 
vention should select for the ten at large city 
candidates for Commissioners men of irre- 
proachable character and well known busi- 
ness qualifications. Probably the five county 
members, who have done good service during 
the last year, will be renominated. The nomi- 
nee for President of the Board should be a 
man from the country district in whom the 
whole county. has implicit confidence, 

Having done that much, the Republicans 
can, with a good measure of confidence, 
leave the rest to the voters, If their ticket, 
judicial and Commissioner, is made up of 
men whose lives bear witness that they are 
for the conservation of judicial and municipal 
morality, for the honest administration of 
justice between man and man, and for good, 
honest, economical county government, it is 
difficult to see how it can fail of election, or 
how the voters of this county can reject such 
a ticket and give the preference to one gotten 
up by the toughs for the toughs, not repre- 
senting the intelligence and honesty of the 
Democracy, but that of the City Hall office- 
grabbing faction, which through lawless 
primary methods and the use of corrupt 
patronage has the control of the party ma- 
chinery.

DEBS’ SCHEME TO “SOCIALIZE” RAIL- 
WAY TRANSPORTATION. 

It is announced ina New York dispatch 
that there is now on foot in this country and 
in Europe a plan to form an “ international 
railway union,” to include in its membership 
all the railroad employés of the civilized 
world. The American branch claims a mem- 
bership of nearly 100,000, and it is said 
to be under the management of one Eugene 
V. Debs, a locomotive fireman, who is am- 
bitious to be at the head of an organization 
that will supersede the old brotherhoods of the 
different railroad branches of employment 
and dictate and control the whole transporta- 
tion of the American people. An extract 
from the dispatch reads as follows: 


The American Railway Union now claims a 
membership of nearly 100,000, two-thirds of the 
total mombership of all the old brotherhoods put 
together. [The total number of railway em- 
ployés exceeds 700,000.] It admits to member- 
ship every employé4ofa railroad, no matter in 
what capacity, whereas the brotherhoods only 
admit skilled labor. 

The organization is also opposed to strikes and 
favors arbitration of all disputes between em 
ployers and employés. It also favors independ- 
ent political action on socialistic lines,which will 
do away with the possibility of such disputes by 
abolishing the employing class. While the 
whole union is governed by one central council 
each trade has its own organization inside the 
general one, which looks after its own affairs. 


The aims and purposes of the new organiza- 
tion are said to be opposed to strikes (?) and 
to favor the settlement of difficulties by ar- 
bitration. If the movers and their followers 
are sincere in this statement of intention, 
how do they know that the society would not 
become an engine of oppression after it had 
developed the projected strength? Talk of 
this kind is always heard during the period of 
organization when the object is to delude the 
public and lead it to believe it is watching the 
growth of an amiable tabby cat, not that of a 
tiger’s whelp. Is Debs quite certain that is 
not the case in this instance? 

The dispatch says the association will 
favor independent political action on so- 
cialistic lines,“ which will do away with the 
possibility of labor disputes by abolishing the 
employing class.“ This declaration is 
widely at variance with the pacific déclara- 
tion that precedes it. To. get up a political 
organization which claims a membership of 
100,000 out of the twenty millions of men in 
the United States is simply to form an asso- 
ciation the leaders of which will go into the 
market and offer its votes to the demagogue 
who will bid highest for them. The aim would 
be to get a balance of power to throw to the 
party which will most quickly comply with its 
socialistic demands. Huckstering of that sort 
is not wanted. It would be a vast evil and the 
source of untold mischief to the people of the 
United States. 

It would be especially revolutionary’ it, fol- 
lowing out that socialistic program named, 
the organization should demand that all the 
railroads of the country, worth ten billions of 
dollars, should be confiscated by the General 
Government and turned over to the aforesaid 
railroad socialistic union, with the redoubt- 


able Mr. Debs at its head, for him and his 


ö 


cabinet to manage as they saw fit. Of course 
there would be no strikes under such an 
arrangement. Arbitration would be easily 
managed by him and his socialistic coterie. 
And if the great political parties did not show 
a disposition to comply with demands formu- 
lated on these lines the socialistic manage- 
ment would try to force the people 
to comply with their demands by clutch- 
ing at their throats and stfangling them 
into submission. They would make demands 
for increase of wages which the railroads 
would refuse to comply with, and then there 
would bea general strike, for this organiza- 
tion proposes to take in all classes of railroad 
workers. They would try to starve out the 
public by making it impossible to travel or 
move a pound of freight by rail till they haa 
gained their point. That victory would be 
followed by other and still other demands for 
increased wages and special privileges, and, 
these granted, the railroads would be unable 
to do business except by raising their charges 
heavily for freight and travel. They would 
stick on 1 cent per bushel for wheat, g cent 
for corn, $1 on a steer, 25 cents on the hog, 
and exact 4¢ cent more per mile for passenger 
travel than they now charge the public after 
each demand granted to Debs & Co. Of 
course the people thus compelled to pay extra 
for train service would first grumble loudly 
and then kick, The railroad officials would 
explain: Tou allowed this organization to 
obtain control of the roads. We are not re- 
sponsible for it, and you must bear the conse- 
quences. We cannot stand the extra expense 
entailed by the change and you must 
stand it. | 

The result of all this would be—what? One 
„demand“ following another till the Debs 
crowd had gained control of the roads and 
were running them to suit themselves? Per- 
haps. But if it should come to that it would 
not last long. |The control of 20 millions of 
men by 750/000 with oppression to the 
masses would be possible only till the masses’ 
majority got wakened up to the enormity of 
the thing, and then they would speedily smash 
it. The powerof the Debs combination would 
vanish like a shadow of the night when the 
people made an imperative demand on their 
representatives in Congress to have the gov- 
ernment interfere, not for the special protec- 
tion of the railroad stockholders but of the 
people themselves. Then the whole civil and 
military power of the government, or as 
much of it as might be necessary, would be 
interposed to relieve and protect an outraged 
public against the Debs conspiracy. The 
railroad combine would soon be taught 
just what are their rights and their du- 
ties. They would find their places could be 
filled readily by others, and they would be 
side-tracked, while the business of the country 
rolled along as usual on the main lines. 

That is what would happen if the Debs “as. 
sociated railroad workers attempted to carry 
things with the high hand indicated in their 
socialistic program. If while posing as be- 
nevolent unionists they undertake the position 
of master of the public and try to gain their 
ends by hampering the Nation’s business 
where it is their duty to facilitate it they will 
find themselves quickly brought to with a 
round thrn by an outraged’ people. 


THE USELESS CORONER’S OFFICE. 
The grand jury of New York has investi- 
gated and made a presentment regarding the 
Coroner’s office of that county. It is alleged 
that— | 


The office as administered is detrimental to the 
public interests and a hindrance to the adminis- 
tration of public justice; that there fs a lack of 
system anda habit of delay; that the Coroners 
do not promptly investigate suspicious deaths, 
but habitually delay their investigation beyond 
all reasonable time; that they ignore the law in 
many respects, and evade it in others: and, in 
short, that they perform their duties in a thor- 
oughly Tammany manner, paying little or no at- 
tention to the laws which have been enacted for 
their guidance, utterly disregarding the public 
interests, and seeking only to make what they 
can out ef their plares. 0 


This is followed by a recommendation that 
the present system be discarded and the supe- 
rior Massachusetts one be adopted, which 
provides for the investigation of suspicious 
deaths by medical Officers appointed by the 
Governor and paid by the State who report 
directly to the State’s-Attorney. 

Is not it the fact that much of what the 
New York grand jury says is descriptive of 
the state of affairs in this county? There has 
rarely been atime when there has not been 
some petty scandal) in connection with the 
Coroner's office, Sometimes it had to do 
with professional jurors and sometimes with 
the disposition of dead bodies. It has long been 
evident bere that Coroner’s investigations are 
useless in simple cases, are worthless in com- 
plicated ones. The principal duty of Coro- 
ner’s juries in this ebunty is to draw fees for 
censurmg a railroad for running over some 
man at a street crossing or for reporting that 
some individual came to his death from 
causes unknown to the jury.“ There is no 
record for many years of any really valuable 
work being performed by the Coroner's office, 
unless giving employment as jurors to a num- 
ber of political loafers be called a valuable 
service. | : 

The Constitution provides for the election 
of a Coroner, but it is in the power of the 
Legislature to prescribe and regulate his 
duties. That body ean take from him work 
which in the nature of things he cannot per- 
form intelligently and turn it over to others 


who are better qualified! The subject is ones

LET THEM TRY THE COLORADO PLAN. 

Some citizens of Colorado have devised a 
plan which they think will raise the price of 
silver bullion to its goinage value. It is that 
the Legislature of that State pass a law creat- 
ing a ‘bullion burau.“ The producers of 
silver are to deposit their bullion there and 
take out certificates representing presumably 
a given number of grains or ounces. These 
certificates are to be made receivable for 
State taxes. In this there is nothing illegal. 
A State can take for taxes whatever it pleases. 
It can accept silver bullion if it sees fit, and 
then sell that bullion for what it can get for 
it, pocketing the loss or gain as the case may 
be. | 
Itis the expectation of the authors of the 
plan, however, that these certificates will pass 
from hand to hand and serve as a local cur- 
rency, while the gold produced in the State 
will supply all the money thatis needed to 
pay Eastern debts, It is claimed that this in- 
creased use of silyer by the less than half a 
million people of Colorado will make it rise 
rapidly and steadily to its coinagé value.“ 
Whether this is to happen in Colorado alone 
or throughout the world is not stated. For 
some reasons it is desirable that this project

WHY NOT LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE! 

Mr. George G. Williams, President of the 
great conservative Chemical National Bank 
of New York, says in an interview in regard 
to the Southern Democratic projeet to return 
to the system of State bank shinplasters: 


No scheme that may be devised can be as se- 
eure as the one we already have. Let tinkering 
go and let well enough alone. We have now a 
currency which is accepted at par in every State 
in the Union. If we go back to the State bank 
issue cho can say how long the notes of one 
State will be acceptable at par in another? 


This is the quintessence of common sense. 
Having a national system which succeeded 
State systems, the bad features of which have 
been eliminated and only the good ones re- 
tained and improved on, why throw away the 
ground that has been gained? Why sectional- 
ize a currency which has once been national- 
ized? What should be done is not to tear 
down the present structure to erect one which 
it is known will be unfit to live in, but make 
such slight alterations and improvements in 
the present one as will add to its value. By 
allowing notes to be issued to the face 
value of bonds, by giving the Secre- 


7 tary of the Treasury discretion to allow good 


State and municipal securites to be deposited 
asa basis for circulation, provision will be 
made for whatever increase in circulation may 
be required. If sound and solvent State 
banks wish to issue notes they can do it by 
converting theinselves into nationals. If cap- 
Nalists in Southern or Northern States want 
to start banks to supply money to their 
neighbors nothing will be easier than for 
them to do so if they only have good collat- 
erals. Without such collaterals they should 
not be allowed to go into the business, 

The national bank note system should not 
be abandoned, because radical changes are al- 
most always unwise, They are contrary to 
the processes of nature and sound legislation. 
But the great reason is that the present sys- 
tem is national and should not be supplanted 
by a State one. It was not the intention of 
the framers of the Constitution that the mon- 
ey of the people should be supplied to them 
by State agencies, They gave to the General 
Government the power to coin money and 
regulate its value. They took from the 
States the power to issue bills of credit, 
which were about the only kind of money 
they had put afloat. Having done that they 
fancied they had made the currency safe and 
national. There was but one State bank of 
igsue in the United States then. It did not 
alarm the makers of the Constitution, who had 
no idea that the State Governments would 
charter more of them after the ratification of 
the Constitution. If they had foreseen what 
was going to happen in a few years there 
would have been a more explicit prohibition 
of State bank notes, as well as State notes or 
bills of credit. 

But the power given to the General Govern. 
ment to ** regulate the currency” places the 
whole subject in its hands. During the war it 
exercised powers it had allowed previously 
to remain dormant, and discharged duties it 
had previously neglected. For itis the duty 
ofthe Federal Government to furnish the 
people with sound, stable, 100 cent per dollar 
money. It cannot neglect that duty after 
having once exercised it, and turn overa vastly 
important part of its functions to forty-four 
States, each legislating to suit itself, and turn- 
ing out shinplasters which would not have the 
same value at different times or in different 
places. That insufferable nuisance having 
been abated must not be reperpetrated on the 
pepple. U i 


FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 

An Arkansas Democrat said in the debate 
on the bill to repeal the Federal election laws 
that it was the duty of the Democratic party 
to repeal the laws permitting Federal inter- 
fefence at State elections.“ Does not this 
donkey know there are no such laws? There 
aré laws providing for the Federal supervision 
of Federal elections, but none for the control 
or regulation of State elections. If the Gen- 
eral Government cannot supervise its own 
sleetions then it has less power than any other 
national government in the world possesses, 
It is true that as a general thing national and 
State elections are held on the same day, but 
the General Government cannot be held re- 
sponsible for that. Congress selected half a 
century ago a day in November on which at 
that time three at the most of the States held 
their elections. Gradually the States have 
changed until nearly ail of them have adopted 
the Federal day as the one for their State and 
county elections. But the fact that they 
choose their Governors and other officers on 
the same day that Federal officers are chosen 
is no reason why they should denounte Fed- 
eral supervision of Federal elections as Fed- 
eral supervision of State elections. Of course 
that is a mere pretext. The present election 
laws tend to prevent fraud, and that is why 
they are objectionable in the eyes of those 
Demioerats who desire fraud. Fraud has 
always been a good friend of the Democrats. 
Fraud is their one constant and unfaltering 
friend, and they want that best friend to have 
a free field everywhere, especially in those 

great cities whose votes control the result in 
Nig States.

Reid to inform the public of the amount of his 
subscription to party funds in Presidential elec- 
tions before receiving his appointment to Paris, 
has received a reply which will not help its de- 
fense of the $50,000 sale to Van Alen, Mr. Reid, 
through the New York Tribune, says that he has 
been three times offered first-class foreign mis- 
sions by Republican administrations, only one 
of which he was able to accept. His total con- 
tributions to the campaign funds of his party 
in all three Presidential elections before these 
several offers did not equal one-fifth of the sum 
Mr. Van Alen gave last year. As Mr. Van Alen’s 
“ generous and patriotic support of the Democ- 
racy. when friends were few and calls were great, 
was $50,000, it is clear that Mr. Reid's contribu- 
tion did not average $3,333 per Presidential year. 
Moreover, Mr. Reid had some claims upon a for- 
eign mission personal to himself and not issuing 
from his purse, and the dude Van Alen has none. 


The Beer Experts at the Fair.

A beerthat may seem delicious 
from a mere sip may be found to pall when 
drank in ordinary quantity. To make anything 
like a true test of the beers entered for competi- 
tion, the judges should be allowed many days 
and unlimited quantities, and a committee 
should be selected to stay with them and judge 
of the effects of the different beers, and also to 
see that the judges are put safely to bed else- 
where than a police station.

r it is also true that there mn nothing like 
wood, as any one will cheerfully admit after 
a careful examination of the forestry exhibit.

How Diamonds Are Mined in the Kim- 
berley, South Africa, Mines. 
One of the most interesting visitors at the 
Columbian Exposition was Dr. J. W. Mat- 
_ ‘thews of Cape Town, South Africa. He is an 
_ Englishman who has spent a quarter of a cent- 
_ wry in South Africa, and that his observations 
_ there have not been without interest is evi- 
~ enced by the fact that he is entitled to wear the 
London badge of F. R. G. S. after his name.

„When I first went to that country the dia- 
mond mines were just opened at Kimberley 
and there was a mad rush and scramble to the 
mines. The diamonds then, in 1878, were 
found on the surface and there was little or 
no mining. After two or three months the 
surface diamonds were exhansted and men 
began to dig for them, raising the earth to the 
surface in buckets and washing it out after 
it has been exposed to the air and sun long 
enough to disintegrate. This bucket-mining 
was carried on for a long time, the rock being 
raised by windlasses over long lines of wire. 
Then machinery was imtroduced, and now 
modern appliances are at work raising the 
rock to the surface. This rock is of volcanic 
origin, and the Kimberly mine is supposed to 
lie in the crater of an extinct volcano. All 
the mines under the English Government lie 
within a radius of four mules. 

Biggest Sparkler on Earth. 

The largest diamond ever found in the 
world has just recently been taken out of the 
Kimberly mines. An idea of its value can be 

ained from the fact that its owners insured it 

or $1,250,000 for transmission to England. 
It was found by a black on the last day upon 


which an English syndicate had a con- 
tract for all the diamonds taken out 
of that mine. Its size was over 
900 carats and it had a good color. 


This rock is now mined to the depth of 1,000 
feet, by shafts and tunnels, and all the mining 
is in the hands of a large English eompany 
called the Be Beers Diamond Mining com- 
pany, virtually a monopoly through the stra- 
tegic tactics of Cecil Rhodes, Premier of Cape 
Colony. The supply of diamonds is as great 
as ever, but the market is so manipulated 
that it is never overstocked. Only the other 
day $5,000,000 worth was sold in a lump. 

The natives work these mines, supervised 
by white men. They are kept in compounds, 
large iron fenced stockades, where drink is 
kept away from them, and they are searched 
every time they come out of the mine. These 
natives come from the interior 500 or 600 
They 
get good pay—for them—about $3 a week 
and board. After a while in the stockade, 
which is provided with good accommodations, 
hospitals, baths, and the like, they take to it 
very kindly and are glad to be there. They 
are magnificent speciinens of human nature, 
tall, erect, and finely formed. Like the North 
American Indians, they have been corrupted 
by contact with the white man,and would 
now sell their souls for drink. They will 
steal a very valuable diamond and hide it 
anywhere, up their nostrils, in their mouths, 
or any such place, or even cut a slit in their 
arms to hide the diamond in. 
when they get outside they 
to a trader for a drink, and the diamond may 
be worth a thousand dollars. All sorts of 
tricks have been resorted to by them to con- 
ceal the diamonds. The Free State line, the 
line between that and the Dutch State, is 
only six miles from Kimberly. If illicit dia- 
mond buyers get the diamonds across the 
boundary they are safe. The line is well 
guarded by English detectives, but in spite 
of them lots of diamonds are stolen. 


Queer Way to Steal Diamonds. 


These fellows used to hide a diamond in a 
lump of beef and then feed the beef to a dog. 
The dog would then be chased across the line, 
unstopped by the guards, and then the fellows 
would kill the dog and take out their dia- 
mond. A native never steals but drink is the 
cause. Then he will stealin spite of every- 
thing. They work long — in the com- 
pound to get money to buy a wife and then 
go home. They frequently come back after a 
year or so and say they want to get another 
wife. 9 

* A stringent law was passed by the Cape 
parliament giving a man seven to ten years 
in the penitentiary for the illicit possession of 
a diamond. When the bill was passed some 
wanted flogging as the penalty for either a 
white or black man found with illicit dia- 
monds. I was then a me nber and insisted on 
imprisonment only for a crime against prop- 
erty. Sol Solomon, another member, a fluent 
little dwarf, so well seconded me that the 
penalty was made imprisonment only. 

The ground in thése diamond mines gets 
richer the deeper they go. The diamonds are 
found, each by itself, in the blue,“ as the 
rock is called. This rock is picked out by 
spades and shovels and spread upon the fields 
in lumps. I have seen acres of it so covered 
atatime. The action of the sun and atmos- 
phere break it up and soften it, and it is then 
_ through a machine, » washer like the 
large one on exhibition in the Mining Build. 
ing. 

»The gold mines are in the Transvaal, in 
South Africa, 300 miles from the diamond 

mines. The first discovery of gold was made 
in 1886, though one alluvial field had been 
worked somewhat some years before. This 
was at Pilgrim’s Rest. At Barbarton it is all 
quartz. ‘There is not a great deal of work 
done there. In the main fields at the ‘ Rest’ 
are the chief mines. Amo these are 
the noted Wit-waters Randt. This is neither 
quartz nor placer, but a rock called baket,’ 
a species of conglomerate. It is treated on 
the same principle as quartz. These reefs 
have now been tested and proved to a depth 
of 2,000 feet, and they get richer the deeper 
they go. In fact Calitornia experts say they 
are richer than California ever was or ever 
will When I first knew the fields the 
monthly returns were 1,100 ounces. Now 
the production isover 120,000 ounces month- 
ly. In fact the return is only limited by the 
machinery used, The more machinery the 
more gold. 
Capital and Labor. 


The a te are of two classes, and they 
must be either men of money or men who 
work. The mining is all in the hands of large 
companies, whe employ the labor. There is 
still scope and room for prospectors there. 
There is any quantity of country to explore, 
but they must have some little capital who do 
the exploring. Consequently there is no great 
rush there like there wasin California. The 
white man gets very good wages as a skilled 
laborer, an engineer, driver, mechanic,

English, with the exception of one French 
company. They are making enormous fort- 
unes, and out of it are paying dividends that 
run up as high as 100 ro cent. The Letaba, 
where very rich mines have been discovered, 
isin the Murchison range, where the gold 
reefs have been struck 170 miles long by 60 
to 70 feet wide. All this country wants pros- 
pectors. They are now pouring in, but it 
needs capital to prospect in that country. 
railway line along the Selatiis now in prog- 
ress, and will do much to develop the country. 
It is being constructed from the Portugnese 
possessions near Delagoa Bay, for eighty 
miles parallel to the coast. It is a low coun- 
try and hard · to build a railroad in. 
fields will be immensely benefited by 
this railway, and properties will increase

„The scope for agricultural development in 
this country is immense. To feed all these 
people will make many fortunes. There is a 
duty now charged of ashilling a pound on 
ham,apenny apiece on every banana, and 
three pence on every cigar. Thisis to force 
home production. The climate and soil 


are good for everything. The average 
temperature is 68°, with a rainfall 
of thirty inches. I was ona farm where I 


saw growing atthe same time coffee, sugar, 
oranges, almonds, pears, apples, apricots, 
peaches, walnuts, gun vu, tobacco, and grapes. 
They can grow beautiful wheat and all vege- 
tables. The Dutchmen who owr these farms 
just grow what they want themselves. They 
do not drink anything but coffee, live plainly, 
and are very religious. hey are 
so ec onservative that they won't al 
low a man to vote at the election of 
a President who has not been in the country 
fifteen years. They won't allow English to 
be spoken in their Raad (their Legislature), 
though it is spoken in the Johannesburger 
Sundry Board. The salary of President 
Kruger in that little country is $40,000 a 
ear, within $10,000 of the President of the 
Jnited States. | 4 

„The foreign capital in the country is 
something like $100,000,000, all English, 
French, and German. A curious thing is that 
the present is an absolutely peaceful invasion 
of the country. The foreigners there now 
number 40,000, which is about the popula- 
tion of the Boers.“ 


AMONG THE POOR PEOPLE OF INDIA. 


A Journey Among the Huts Where the 
Poorer Classes Live. 

Fortnightly Review: Poverty is the most 
striking fact in India. In the streets of the 
cities the rich are rarer than in the streets of 
East London. In the country the villages 
consist of hits of almost uniform smallness 
and the fields are worked by farmers most of 
whom are too poor to do anything but scratch 
the land. 

In one city we ‘went from house to house 
among the poor. A common friend gained us 
awelcome and we were everywhere received 
with courtesy. One house which we visited 
was entered directly from the street. There 
was neither flooring, fireplace, windows, nor 
furniture. A few embers were matory | on 
the mud floor, on which only is it lawful for a 
pious person to eat, and a few pots were 
standing against the walls, with, if 1 remem- 
ber rightly, one chest. 

It was a holiday morning, and the family, 
which in India may include grandfather, sons, 
daughters-in-law, and grandchildren, was 
gathered. The men had slept in the open, 
warm air and had come in to be served by the 
women with the morning meal of a few 
ounces of grain and butter. They wore no 
clothes, but rose to bow eus their welcome. 
After the usual courtesies, and when we had 
told thein about ourselves, the talk went thus: 

‘* What is your trade? 

„ Shoemakers.”’ 

„What can each worker earn?“ 

„About 5 rupees a month.“ 

What rent do }ou pay?“ 

Eight rupees a month.” 

From which answer we gathered that not 
even a paternal government nor a system of 
land nationalization can prevent the growth 
of landlordism. The ground in this case prob- 
ably belonged to the State, and had been let 
to some individual ata yearly rent, subject 
to revision after thirty years; but the land 
had been let and subject till the rent paid by 
the tenant far exceeded that received by the 
government. 

In another house, or rather shed, lived a 
mill hand and his family. He, too, was pre- 
paring to enjoy a holiday in singing and 
seeing the lights, which on that night, in 
honor of the new year, would be placed in 
every window of the city. His earnings were 
10 rupees a month. Out of the margin, that 
is, out of every 3 shillings a week, he would 
have to support a large family and save 
enough to enable him in a few years to return 
and get land in his own village. 


The Old City of Damascus. 

A recent work on sanitary enginecring says 
that Damascus possesses, in all probability, the 
oldest water-works in the world. The city itself 
is the most ancient of existing cities, having seen 
the rise and fall of the Greck and Roman em- 


yires,, of Babylon, Nineveh, Palmyra, and 
erusalem., hen taken by the Saracens 
from the Romans the watér-works already 


existed, and it is probable that the latter 
constructed the works which still exist 
and supply the town. Damascus lies in a val- 
ley on the River Abana, which flows from the 
Lebanon hills and is lost in the desert to the east 
of the town, In spite of a copious supply of ex- 
cellent water Damascus has had no immunity 
‘from epidemics owing to the fact that the double 
canalization for water supply and drainage be- 
ing more or less leaky, saturated the soil and 
raised the spring level nearly to the surface, and 
the sewers are rarely if ever cleaned, are not 
systematically ventilated, and they pass under 
many of the houses. It isnot surprising, there- 


fore, that Damascus is and always was an ine 


salubrious town.
